During 
the  panic  through  which  the  coun- 
try has  been  p  issinj,  Wall  street 
has  looked  lo  the  Treasury  Depart 
m?nl  for  help.  Thin  is  pernicious 
in  its  effects,  in  the  present  finan- 
cial state  of  the  country.  In  all 
piobabilily  the  Hew  York  banks 
are  sound,  and  they  iiAve  agreed  to 
stand  by  each  other  in  any  case  of 
emergency.  They  ought  lo  be  able 
to  take  care  of  themselves.  If 
they  are  nt)t,  government  conid  af 
ford  them  only  temporary  relief, 
and  it  would  simply  be  putting  ufi 
the  evil  day. 

As  for  the  speculators,  the  sooner 
ihoy  fail  the  belter,  as  they  are  a 
curse  to  the  commnnity,  and  il  is 
quite  likely  there  are  many  persons 
who  would  like  to  see  llie  old  law 
of  imprisonuienl  for  debt  revived 
for  the  ben>  fit  of  sueh  persons.

The  secret  of  money  getting  con- 
sists in  saving  the    funds,  however 
small,  that  come  into  one's   pobses- 
aion._  With  most  young    men    the 
amouut  of  wages  is  so  small    that 
il  seen.s  like  an  impossibility  to  re- 
serve any  portion  of  il    for   future 
contingencies.      It  is  loo    often  the 
case  that  employers    take    little    or 
no  interest  in   oflering    their    hired 
help  any  inducement  10  save    their 
wages,  and  the  fact  that  a    railway 
com|)any  in  the  Stale  ef  Nmw  Yoik 
is  trying  the   experiment   of  oflfer 
ing  such  an  iuducenieui  is    worthy 
uf  notice  and  imitation.     Ti  is  ro^d 
bus  instituted  a   system    of  paying 
its  employes   with  interest-bearing 
checks,  attached  le  which  are   lour 
coupens,  one    payable    at    tli>)    end 
of  each  quarter,  the  interest   being 
at   the  rate  of  8   per   ceut.  per  an- 
num, and  the  uliimate  payment  be- 
ing guaranteed  by  a  special  deposit 
of  the  company's    first     mortgage 
bonds.     The  employe    can    recei\e 
half  of  his  wages  in  cash    and  the 
batanceiu  one  of  these  checks,  or  all 
cash,  or  the  whole  in  a  check,  as  he 
may  see  fit.     Il   is  nalural    liial    it 
the  employe  receives  one  check  he 
should  desire  to  increase    ins   sav 
ings,  and  in  this   way    the    nucleus 
of    the    future    competency    M'ould 
be    found.     The    company    would 
probably  be  able   to   secure    belter 
and  more  competent  hands  in    this 
way,  and  would  be    the    gainer    in 
many  respects.     If  the  experiment 
IS  a  success  il  is  to   be   hoped    the 
example  will  be  followed  by  others, 
and  evculually  become  gcmral. 


Northern  PaciHc  History  and  Pros- 
pects. 

tPiom  III*  Spriniint-M  K<  I'liliIlcAii.] 

The     prijoct     for     the    Northern 
Pacific  railroad  has  been  conducted 
fVom    the    first   in  a  manner    some- 
what  peculiar  to  itself.      When   the 
'concession"    for    il    was  obtained, 
he  present  piiblio  hostility  to    gov 
ernmeiit    aid    an  1    land  grants  had 
already  arisen  to  such  a  pilch   thai 
•Is  pnjectors  refiuined  from  asking 
o'her  aid  than  that  of  a  land  grant, 
riiey  «li  I  not  ask  for  a  givertiineiii 
subsi«ly,  or  for  i!ie  guarantee  of  li.e 
interest  on  their  bomls  by    govern- 
ment,  or  even    ft»r  llie  elevation  of 
the    project    to  a  semi  olTicial    char- 
acter  by    the    introduction  of  gov 
eriimenl  directors.     The  land  grant 
was    the  only  gr  int.      ji  cinnpriMed 
alternate    sections    on   each  side  of 
llie  line,  b.ick  for  40  miUs   from    it. 
The  aj^oregatP  nn^ount  of  this  giai.t 
is  saiil  to  be  KiiNC  thuu  the    area  of 
Illinois  and  ImliauH.     The    amouut 
of  II  per  mile  of  ro.id    is,   howi  ver, 
but    25,0UU    acres,    large     tracts  ol 
which    avtrag)!    five    or    six  dollars 
per  acre  ;  while  other    large   tracts 
will  probably  not  bring  a  dollar  an 
acre,  and  all  ot  it,  of  course,    must 
await  the  setllemenl  of  the  cniintry 
before  il  comes  into  the  ma<-k<t  and 
can  be  cashed  al  all.     Considering 
that  the  land  grain  is  the  only  basis 
on    which    to    build    the  road,  ami 
that    none    of  thnt^  portion   ol  the 
countiy  will  be  opened  until  a  rHil- 
road    gives    access   to  it,  the  grant 
per  mile  does  not  seem  extravagant. 
Tlie    policy    of  giving    the    land  in 
the    first    instance  is  ihe  policy,  la 
miliar  to  shippers,  of  general  aver 
ages,     when     the     canlain     throws 
overboard  a  part    of  the    cargo    to 
save   the   rest,    and   avera-ca    ihe 
loss    among    all    the  owners  of  the 
cargo.     In  general,     nolwithstand 
ing      the     righteous      iiidignalion 
against  the    extravagant    extent  to 
which  il  has  been  ca>ried,  the  land- 
grant  policy  has  jiislitied  itself  as  a 
sound  une. 

Bonds  based  on  the  value  of  this 
charter    and    of  the  lands  were  the 
form    of  credit    selected   on   which 
to  obtain  money   lor   the   constmc 
lion  of  the  road.      They   were  lo  be 
issued  to   the   exti  nl  of  about  one 
liiindred  millions  and  marketed    by 
Jay  Cooke,  who  placed  the  interest 
at  $7.30  per    $100,    apparently    to 
inspire  a  remembrance  of  his  form 
or    brilliant    success    as    a   govern- 
in<  III    bond    negotiator,  as  stjldiers 
iu>cribc   the   names    ot  their  victo- 
ries    on    their    banners.     Subscrip 
lions     were    oftoned    all    over    the 
eountry,    especially    in    those   well- 
nioiieyed       interior       communities 
which  responded  so  quickly  w  Mr. 
Cooke's    former  call.     The    village 
and     semi-nie'ropoliian    bankers  in 
New  England,  York    Stale,    Penn- 
sylvania   nnd    Ohio,     immeiliatily 
hung    the    '•Northern    P.icifio"  p!a 
card  in  liio  windows  and    siibscrip- 
lio  s  commenced.     It  is  from  these 
sources   tiiat  Jay  Cooke  his  drawn 
his    main     support.        These   small 
capitalists    and    people  of  just  that 
degree    of  inielligeuoc     and     thrift 
that  lead  them  to  look  at   the   daily 
stock    quotations    have   thus  taki  n 
about  iJo,©©©  000  of  his  bonds  and 
that   IS   about  the  entire  issue  now 
afloat.     The  firm  met  with    no  sue 
cess  in  negotiating  the  bonds  abroad 
first,  from  the  general  distrust    and 
ignorance    of  ^the    enterprise,    and 
second,    from    thtir    refusal    to  de- 
grade the  project  by   peddling   the 
nonds    tor    what    tiny  would  bring 
among  the  sharp  German    bankers. 
Had    they    been    content  to  realize 
60  or  70  per  cent,  on  them    instead 
of  nearly  par,  they  could    umloubt- 
edly  have  found  a  ma.'ket  for  ihein. 
The  general  failure  and  withdrawal 
of  the    European    venture    readily 
accounts    for    the   solvency  of  ihe 
London  house,  while  the  American 
branches  have  all  gone  down. 

Meantime,  from  Duliith  westward 
some  450  miles  have  been  built 
through  a  partially  scaled  country, 
a  military  surveying  party  is  locat- 
ing the  rest  of  the  roule,  and  valu- 
able franchises  have  been  bought 
upon  the  Pacific  coast  and  valuable 
connections  secured.  It  is,  there- 
fore, a  pretty  substantial  bubble 
that  has  burst,  with  a  rond  al- 
ready built  twice  as  long  as  the 
Boston  and  Albany,  with  valuable 
properties  on  the  Pacific  coast,  now 
in  working  order  and  running,  we 
may  presun-.e,  at  a  fair  profit,  and 
with  a  certain  future.  The  pieces 
have  all  been  saved,  could  not  well 
get  lost  in  fact.  The  failure  did 
not  result  from  any  disappearance 
of  capital,  or  any  "shrinkage"  of 
values,"  but  simply  from  inabili 
ty  to  go  on.  All  that  h.as  been 
done  remains  done,  and  is  substan- 
tially represented  by  the  capital 
honestly  plowed  in. 

While  the  failure,  therefore,  is 
one  of  railroad  investment  ami 
speculation,  and  has  not  afiected 
commercial  interests  wiilely,  it 
lu  vertheless  fails  heavily  upon  a 
deserving  class  of  people.  The 
widows  and  saving  mechanics  and 
people  of  niodirale  salaries  who 
have  been  rejoicing  in  their  7-30 
interest  will,  we  fear,  not  be  abie 
lo  cash  their  cenpons  for  seme 
time.  The  latter  subscriptions 
have  provided  the  means  where- 
with to  pay  the  iuterest  on  the  ear- 
lier ones.  The  interest,  therefore, 
must  cense  for  a  time.  But  the 
cbaraclcr  of  the  eu'.cri^r'.ac  iu.iircs 
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the  return  of  solvency  sometime. 
The  men  engaged  in  it  are  men  ol 
honor,  nnd  no  one  iir pules  Ui  them 
corrupt  msnagement.  If  the  pres- 
ent hohlers  of  the  bonds,  therefore 
have  patience  to  hold  on  to  them, 
iliey  may  save  ihemselves  a  sacri- 
fice. 1 1  is  probable,  also,  that  an 
efllfirt  will  be  made  nt  the  next 
Congress  to  induce  the  government 
to  guarantee  a  certain  per  cent,  of 
interest  on  the  bonds,  upon  condi-

TBEiNEXT  CHIEF  JUSTICE. 

Freijiiciil  nnntirrt  that  Senator 
Cunkling  of  New  York  can  have 
the  highest  jniieinl  office  in  the 
counlry,  if  he  is  willing  lo  lake  it, 
have  occasioned  earn«sl  and  »igoP- 
ou8  prwtesls  from  nuiny  of  ibe  best 
joniials.  This  general  and  bcarly 
opposition  to  such  an  abuse  of  the 
appointing  powc  has  been  very 
credimhle  to  ihe  Americ.m  press, 
and  if  il  has  not  come  loo  bile,  we 
trust  ihnl  it  will  not  prove  wholly 
unavailing. 

Stiiitior  Conkling  is  precisely  the 
kind  of  man  who  ►'hould  nol  be 
Chief  Justice  of  the  United  Slates. 
!le  has  no  great  eslabbshed  npn 
lalioii  as  an  able  lawyer,  but  h.is 
devoted  his  time  and  Btrenglb 
mainly  to  obtaining  political  sue 
cess.  His  ruling  p.ission  is  to  con 
trol  caucuses  and  convenlions,  with 
the  added  bixury  of  distribnling 
ihe  pationngc  of  lh»  government. 
A  heller  partisan  than  patriot,  both 
his  natural  dis))osition  and  acquired 
bsbilB  are  those  of  an  impajisionate 
advocate,  rather  than  a  fair  minded 
judge. 

He    would    be  a    polilician    upon 
the  bench,  considering  ihe  popuhir- 
iiy  ol  his  riccisiona,  and  finding  no 
permanent  sati.sfaclion  for  his  aspi- 
rations in  iho   legilimate    duties  of 
an    exalted    position    for    which    il 
aeems  lo  us  he  is  ill-prepared.  .Our 
idea  of  a  Chief  Justice    is  that  ln' 
sbonlil    stand     at    the    head    of  his 
profession.      His    thorough    kiiowl 
eige    of  the    law,    and  the  nnques 
lioned  value  if  his  opinions,  slutuld 
•five  him  •    commanding    influence 
over  the  bar    and    over    the    publie. 
It  should   be    the    ulinosl     bight  of 
his    ainbilioii    to    leave  behind  him 
the    spoiless    reputation    of  an   up- 
right judge,    who   would  have  jus- 
lice    done,    though    psrties   might 
t'li.wn,    and    ihe    iieaveiis  fall.     He 
slionld  have  no  secret  longings  for 
llie    presnlciioy,    and    no  readiness 
lo     seek    for    a    nominaiion,   lo  the 
disgrace    of  his    officejanil  the  dis 
gust    of     his     countrymen.        We 
have    had    enough    of  pani«an  de- 
cisions, and  enough    ermine    soiled

Jay  Cooke's  parents  were  per- 
sons of  small  means,  and  at  thir- 
teen he  went  into  a  store  to  earn 
his  own  living.  Soon  after  he  en- 
tered th«  employ  of  E.  W.  Clark 
tl;  Co.,  the  leading  banking  house 
in  Philad»-lpliia,  and  at  the  ago  of 
twen;y-one  beoaine  a  parliier  in  the 
Krm. 

He  relirtd  from  business  in  1858 
with  a  ooinpele-.ey,   t>ni    re  enlered 
il    in    1801,     His  hcmse  was  one  of 
400    agencies    appoinletl  by  Secre- 
tary   Chase   to  place  a  government 
loan  of  thirty  live  millions  early  in 
the  war,  and  took  one-third    of  the 
whole  amount.     This  h*l  to  his  se- 
lection by  th<    Secretary  as    special 
.agent  to  negoliite  •600.000,000  of 
live  twenty  bonds.      Il  was  a    mon- 
slroiis  task,  and  brought    but   lilllt 
profit,  though  an    ininunsc    repuia- 
lion,  to  the  master  mind  that  engi- 
neered   il.

END  OF  THE  MODOC  WAR. 
The  closing  m;ene  in   the   Modoo 
war    was;  enacted    on   Friday  last, 
the    curtain    falling    at  10:J0  A.   M., 
when    Captain    Jack,  IV»«lon  Char- 
ley, Blatk  Jim  ami   Schonchin,  the 
loading    actors    in  that  tragedy  ap 
peared  lor  the  last  lime  before  any 
audience    in    this    aorld,  this  their 
farewell  nppearau'ie  being   witness- 
ed by  a  large  force  of  soldiery  and 
over    500    of  their    relatives    and 
friends,  who  were  furnishe.l  coinpli 
nunlary  tiek.ls  for  the  grand  spec 
iMCular  drama. 

'1  he  people  ol  every  civilised  na 
tioii  will  approve  this  nietho.l  •! 
dealing  with  ibis  class  of  rebels, 
.nid  It  is  probable  no  nation  in  lh» 
world  would  have  treated  the  of 
lenders  wilh  as  much  Uniemy. 
Their  eninos  were  atrocious.  Two 
score  and  lel»  iiiendefied  for  years 
Ihe  power  of  the  whole  United 
Stales  army,  and  when  at  last  they 
were  cnpture«l  the  iusnlt  lo  ourflig 
could  only  be  wiped  out  by  the 
death  of  the  miseiable  wretches 
who  in  their  unhappy  iaiiorauce  of 
the  military  prowess  of  our  coun- 
try, and  iho  swill  justice  it  metes 
out  to  trailors,  dared  oftVr  this  in- 
excusable insult. 

Lovers  of  peace  and  haters  1 1 
bloodshed  will  gladly  turn  from  be 
hohling  this  picture  and  review  in 
memory  the  peaoeftil  manner  in 
which  this  nation  puniihed  the 
iraUors  ot  the  Sonlli,  who  had 
given  up  their  arms  only  when  ex- 
hausted after  having  murdered 
three  bnndre.l  thousand  brave  boys 
who  had  given  up  llu  ir  lives  in  the 
defense  of  their  counlry.  Not  a 
single  rebel  was  punished,  llioiigh 
their  crimes  were  infinitely  blacker 
than  those  of  the  Modocs. 

When  we  consider  that  the  In 
dians  are  barbarians,  and  the  rebels 
claim  lo  be  enligbleued,  or  five 
siai'ea  above  their  brother  traitors 
the  Modocs  in  the  scale  of  civilizi 
lion,  and  that  one  out  of  twelve  ol 
the  latter  who  were  engaged  in  the 
Modoc  war  was  executed,  while 
nol  one  out  of  ihe.ii'illion  and  a 
half  of  trhitors  who  engaged  in 
Ihu  Southern  llebellion  paid  the 
penalty  of  his  (reason.  We  can  no 
longer  say  with  pride  I'lat  ours  is  a 
land  where  the  blind  goildess  metes 
eat  equal  and  ex.icl  justice  to  all. 
No,  here  is  where  enlightened  while 
men  can  commit  the  foulest  ol 
crimes  ngaini  their  government, 
and  go  unwhipt  ot  justice,  but 
wh'-re  the  barbiiiian  red  men,  rob 
bed  and  drivin  to  the  wall,  are  ex 
terminated  if  ihey  turn  on  their 
persecutors,  and  their  wives  and 
children,  relatives  and  liieuds  are 
compelled  lo  wiincss  their  execu 
lion.

Jacksonville,  Oregon,  Oct.  3. — 
Your  corres|)on  lent  left  Fort  Kla- 
math this  morning  ul  10:30,  and 
arrived  here  a  few  momenis  ago. 
The  lollowing  is  a  report  of  the  ex- 
ecution of  Jack  and  his  band  : 

Boston  Charley  and  Black  Jim 
were  led  on  to  the  scnfl'old  first, 
and  Schonchin  next.  They  strode 
on  it  with  apparent  indifference 
a.id  iron  nerves,  having  evidently 
resolved  to  die  as  they  had  lived. 
Jack  went  easily  up  the  stairway, 
but  he  looked  wasteil  and  misera- 
ble. The  manacles  hud  been  struck 
off,  but  Iheir  arms  were  securely 
lied  with  cords. 

At  9:45  the  interpreters,  Capt.  O. 
C  Applegaie,  and  David  Iliine  ex- 
plained, lo  the  culprits  the  nature 
of  llic  orders  lo  be  read  to  them  by 
the  adjuianl,  and  at  10  o'clock  the 
ailjulanl  Kingsbury,  read  the  or- 
ders promulgaling  llie  senlc'.ioe  ol 
the  Commission,  the  President's  or- 
ders, with  orders  of  the  Secretary 
ut  War  and  department  comman- 
der ill  ihe  premises. 

The  two  reprieved  prisoners, 
Bi'oiiohet  and  Slotex,  yet  stood  on 
the  urouud  in  front  ol  llie  s<:affold 
shackled  and  under  guard  during 
the  reading.       ..^ 

The  jiini  Micil  natives   were    scat 
cd  on  the  platform    of  l!ie    scaffold 
witli  their  feel  on  the  drop    listen- 
ing intently,  but  «f  course  not    uu 
dersianding     n  word     of    it.      The 
reading      occupied      ten    minates 
The  adjutant  read  Ihem  the    order 
ot  coiumiuation    in    ihe    ca-ses    ot 
Broiichel  aud  Slolex,  and  the   poor 
fellows    were  taken    back    lo    the 
stockade,  evidently    happy    al    not 
aceompaiiying    the    others    to    the 
happy  hunling  grounds.     The  chap 
lain  iheii   offered    an   eartneat  and 
ferve  it  prayer  fcr  the  •ouls    of  itie 
victims,  which  was  listened    to    at- 
lenlively. 

At  10:15  the   fatal    noos<'s  were 
placed    arouud    iheir    necks,  under 
the    direClion    of  CapL     Hogc.      It 
was      necessary      to     out     off     a 
little    of    Jack's    Ung    hair,  which 
was  in  the  way  of  the  ropes.     Capt. 
Hoge  then  bid  farewell  to  the  pria 
ouers,  and   the    black   caps    were 
placed   over  the    beads    of  all    the 
culprits      At  10:20    they    stood  on 
the  dropt  tko  rope  was  cut  by   the 
iti«siMant  at  the  signal    laadu    wilh 
Ciipl.  Hogc's  handkerchief,  the  bod 
lea  swwng  romid  and    round.  Jack 
•ih1Ji««   npyarenUy   dunf   easily, 
but  Boston   and    Schonchin    suffor- 
i>g  terrible  ciMivulsions.     They  re- 
peatedly   drew    up    their    legs,  but 
ihc  two  others    seemed    lo    die    al- 
most- iiislantlT.     Al    10:28      their 
ptilsos  were  fell  by  Capt.   Iloge, 


and  ho  asserted  ihat  ibey  Were 
swinging  litelcsM  in  the  air.  As 
the  drop  fell  with  a  terrible  deadly 
ihnd  lo  ir  poor,  wr.  Iciied  hiiinsN 
beings  fell  bito  etcniiiy,  and  a  half 
smothered  cry  of  horror  went  up 
iVoin  the  crowd  of  over  five  bun 
dred  of  Klama'Ji  Indians  who  w'.l- 
nessed  the  awful  spectacle  with 
deep  and  hitler  anguish,  and  from 
the  stockade  where  the  wives  and 
chihlren  of  the  pool  fellows  had  a 
fair  view  of  the  acene. 

The  coffins,  six  in  number,  had 
been  placed  directly  in  the  rear  of 
the  gallows,  two  of  llum  being 
destined  to  be  unoccupied,  as  the 
order  commuting  the  seiit-nces  wi 
BroiK-het  an  1  Slolex  only  arrived 
at  10:30  last  evening,  and  prepara- 
tions had  been  made  for  them  like 


wise.

to  Fred,  and  she  ralhi-r  i^uailed  ; 
for,  \.ith  all  her  afiVction  for  him, 
■he  stood  in  awe  of  her  big  hus- 
band.    It   waa  ioon,  however,  evi 


sialueilcs  wilt  bear  a  closer  resem 
bl-,Miue  to    the  aiitiqne  than  is    iiei> 
haps    desiiable,  and    the    pages    ol 
your    pholographiu    album,    wliicii 
the  native  invariably  looks  atupside 
down,  will  be  decorated  with    neat 
illuminated  niarginsof  diriy  finger 
niaiks  redolent  of  cocoa  nut  oil. 
■  The  effect    of  this    ireatiueiil  on 
yoong  children  is  mo.'»t  prejudicial, 
causing  them  frequenlly  lolianstei 
a   large    portion  ot  iheir    affection 
from  the  parents,  who  are  kind  but 
jiidici-ius,    to    the     swarthy     alien 
dants,    who    '>ro    kind     and  injiiili 
cious,  and  whom    the    unreasoning 
liitU  ones    justly    regard     as  siep 
ping  stones    to    the    region    of  lor 
l)idden     happiness.     I    have    often 
seen  :    child,  when  reproved  by   its 
mother  for  some  little  lauii    or    act 
of  disobedience,  run    to    Us    ayah, 
or  bearer,  for    comfort,    being    by 
her  reCi  ived  "S  an  injured  inn««ceiit, 
and  efen  the    mother's   cruel    con 
duct  commented  on  to  its  face. 

Coo  Coo  was  spoileil  precisely  in 
this  manner,  and  by  no  one  so 
much  as  Alladeen,  of  wlunii  she 
was  passionately  fund.  He  was  con 
tinually  bringing  her  queer  toys  of 
native  manulaclure,  horrible  sweet 
meats  ma.le  of  coars*;  fugar  and 
rancid  </Af*((daiilied  butter),  which 
Eslelle  most  sternly  interdicle.l, 
some  oranges,  or  a  frw  plantain-*  or 
figs.  He  was  pcrpelually  invi-niing 
•ome  new  amuHenn  nt  tor  her;  hiuI, 
indeed,  if  the  stern  inttexibh-  niui 
were  capable  i»t  loving  any  thing, 
it  was  that  bright  sunny  haired 
English  chil.l.  Her  j:reat  delight 
was  to  sit  with  All.tdeeii  in  the 
early  r.iorning  or  cool  of  the  eve- 
ning in  a  little  hut  by  the  river  ."id. , 
which  he  had  made  lor  her  of  green 
boughs.  Here  the  pair  would  stay 
for  hours,  throwing  stones  into  th<- 
water,  or  waichtng  the  rais  and 
water  Kuakes,  or  the  bits  ol  dull 
wood  floating  down  stream  to  the 
(jangcs  far  away.  Now  and  then 
what  looked  Jike  a  great  brown 
log  would  ooine  sailing  slowly 
aloiii;,  and  as  it  came  closer  ilu- 
log  wouM  suddenly  become  en 
dowcd  with  lile,  and  wmtil  open  a 
great  pair  of  fierce  ugly  jaws  gir 
nislied  with  terrible  teeth,  and  shui 
them  up  again  wilh  a  sound  like 
the  snap  of  a  spring  lock  ;  and  then 
thfi  child  would  cling  closer  to  Al- 
ladeen and  hide  her  Irightened  Ill- 
tie  face  on  his  shoulder,  tor  kIic 
knew  Ihat  a  'mugger'  or  alligator 
had  passcti  by.  Then  Alladeen 
would  soothe,  her  with  plaintive 
weird  Bengalee  songs,  which  il  she 
nnderslooil  she  was  wiser  ihaii  (he 
rcMt  ol   us. 

I  don't  think  Eslelle  at  all  ap- 
proved of  this  siliichment,  but 
whatcouhl  she  do?  You  can  not 
tell  your  own  servant  not  lo  look 
after  your  own  ohiUI,  and  the  man 
was  really  most  devoted  to  the  lit- 
tle one.  What  a;igravated  the 
mother  whiefly  was  that  ewmetimcs. 
It  CooCoo  were  sick  or  cross,  and 
Ksii-llf  tried  to  take  her,  the  child 
would  push  her  away,  crying,  'No, 
Mo  ;  Alladeen — me  go  'o  Alladeen!' 
Once  her  mother  would  not  give  in, 
and  suit  Alladeen  into  anotlnr 
11.01H  while  she  tried  to  pacify  the 
Imie  uirl ;  I'Ul  n.illglify  C<i.i  Coo 
kicked  ami  sere  imed.  and  finally 
nearly  eri' d  h.ixelt  inio  convul 
sions,  at  which  jiiiniure  Fied  iniei 
iVred,  Alladeen  was  recalled,  and 
pi-ace  restored. 

In  this  way  matters  eoiitinu.  d 
iiniil  the  beginninu  ot  May,  1857, 
when  thai  'lillle  cloud  no  biguer 
than  a  man's  hand'  appeared,  10 
darken  the  horizon,  and,  alas,  alas! 
to  shut  out  forever  from  ihe  eyes  of 
huntlreds  of  our  oounl^ym••n  and 
coiiniryw.'ineii  the  light  of  an 
earthly  sun.  Strange  rumors  were 
afloat,  and  we  knew  not  whence 
they  came,  and,  like  the  fiery  criws, 
the  chnpatly  circulated  from  village 
to  village,  and  we  knew  not  what 
the  sign  meant. 

Besides  <iur  resjiment  (one  wing 
of  which  wax  station,  d  at  Lahore), 
there  were  at  Ferinh-abad  two 
regiments  of  native  infantry,  full 
slrfngih,  the  l<i4lh  and  175th,  a 
squailron  of  irregular  cavalry,  part 
of  a  field  battery  of  artillery  (Eu- 
ropeans), and  a  handful  of  lative 
police.  The  Brigadier  command- 
ing tlie  station,  Gcneial  TiHotson, 
a  'Company's'  oflic'-r,  whs  tuie  ef 
those  fooii-th.  obstinate  old  men 
'  then,  alas!  only  r<»«.  common, whose 
chief  article  of  faith  w.is  the  Hdeli 
ly,  loyalry,  and  incorruptibility  ot 
tliu     whole     native     army.        'I3y

Resolved,  Fourth,  That  in  our  opin- 
ion, no  riglits  should  bo  Tc.«lcd  in  rail- 
road corprtrations  beyond  the  contrwl 
of  future  legislation,  and  that  such 
laws  should  be  enacted  as  will  limit  to 
ju.st  and  reasonable  tolU,  freights  and 
charges  of  railroad  and  transportation 
eonipanios  and  protect  the  people  from 
imposition  ;  and  that  the  legislature 
shuuM  allach  such  conditions  to  all 
new  grants  and  the  snicndinenls  or 
extensions  of  old  charters  as  will  place 
the  rights  of  lepislative  control  over 
such  corporations  'leyond  all  question. 
Fiflh — That  we  highly  endorse  the 
action  of  the  tale  legi:ilature  in  instiga- 
ting and  reforming  the  abuses  in  Ihe 
office  of  Stale  Treasurer,  and  heartily 
apphiud  the  active  mtanure«iof  the  late 
Cimgreas  in  ferrutmi;  out  and  exposing 
cuirupliun.  We  have  with  profound 
regret,  in  the  developments  madt 
thereby,  evidence  of  political  and  oflS- 
oial  corruption  and  th«  abuse  of  re- 
sponsible (losilions  by  men  of  all  po- 
litical parlies  to  further  personal  ends, 
and  we  demand  pure  official  conduct, 
and  the  puni>hm«nt  of  unfaitliful  pub- 
lic men.  State  and  national,  who,  hav- 
ing betrayed  the  confidence  freely  ex- 
tended to  Iheui.  shall  not  be  shielded 
from  the  disgrace  nf  their  acts  by  any 
partisanship  of  ours ;  and  we  de- 
nounce all  Credit  Mobilier  transac- 
tions, whatever  be  their  form. 

Sixth — When  retrenchment  is  re- 
quired to  lighten  the  burden  of  taxa- 
tion and  to  continue  the  reduction  of 
the  public  debt,  an  increase  of  salaries 
in  unwise.  We  c.mdeinn  without  r<>- 
nerve  the  voting  for  or  receiving  of  in- 
crtaned  pay  for  services  already  ren- 
dered, and  demainl  that  the  provisions 
of  the  late  act  of  Congress  by  which 
the  salaries  were  increased  should  be 
promptly  and  unconditionally  re- 
pealed. 

Seventh— That  the  wi.«c,  patriotic 
and  efHcicnt  administration  of  Qov. 
Ilnrnce  Austin  entitles  him  to  the  un- 
qtialitied  approbation  of  the  whole 
people  of  the  StaU.  That  the  able 
and  faithful  disoharge  of  the  responsi- 
ble duties  of  the  oflSce  of  Attorney 
General  by  the  lion.  F.  R.  E.  Cornell 
merit  the  highest  public  commenda- 
tion. 

Eighth.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of 
the  recent  decision  of  the  Land  De- 
partment at  Washington  in  favor  of 
certain  railroad  companies  and  against 
a  larite  class  of  settlers  upon  a  portion 
of  the  public  Unds  in  this  State, 
ivhereby  great  injury  and  suffering  is 
likely  to  result  to  such  settlers,  this 
convention  earmintly  requentn  such  ac- 
tion on  the  pari  of  .lur  Senators  and 
Repre-entalivei  is  Congress  as  shall 
aecure  the  honest  settler  against  any 
losH  and  injury  as  far  as  pns.-iblc^

Stale  an.i  national,  who,  hav- 
ing betrayed  the  conHdcnce  freely  ex- 
tenil'j.l  to  ihem.  shall  nol  be  shielded 
from  ihc  disgrace  of  their  acts  by  any 
partisanship  of  ours;  and  wc  de- 
nounce all  Credit  Mobiher  transac- 
tions, whalever  l>c  their  form. 

Sixth— When  rctrcnchinenl  is  re- 
quired lo  lighten  the  burden  of  laxa- 
lion  and  to  cnitinuc  the  re.luction  of 
the  public  debt,  an  increase  of  salaries 
is  unwise.  We  otideinn  without  re- 
serve the  voting  for  or  rectivinp  nf  in- 
criaMMl  pay  for  services  already  ren- 
dered, and  demand  that  the  provihioiis 
of  the  late  act  of  Congress  tiy  which 
the  salaries  were  increa-ed  should  be 
promptly  and  uncondiiioiially  rc- 
pealetJ.

Mr.  Bronson  waa  born  in  Anson, 
Mo.,  Nov.  2H,  1H38.  of  David  and  A  C. 
R.  Bronson,  thehrtter  of  whom  is'slill 
living  at  tho  age  cf  65.  Coming  to 
Stillwater  in  1«36,  a  year  or  two  later 
he  went  with  his  brolher-in-law,  Mnj. 
Bodtish,  to  St.  Croix  Falls,  and  took 
charge  of  a  large  warehouse  which  had 
just  been  erected  at  that  point.  In 
1860  Maj.  Bodflsh  was  appointed  gen- 
eral superintendent  of  a  r."ilroad  being 
built  from  Clinton,  Iowa,  to  the  Mis- 
souri river,  and  Mr.  Bronson  acu'pted 
a  position  as  station  agent  at  Clarence, 
Iowa,  where  ho  remained  until  1866, 
aud  meanwhile  married  bis  present 
wife.  On  returning  to  this  city  he 
took  charge  of  Bronson  A  Cover's 
warehouse  for  three  years,  when  ho 
accepted  a  position  in  Bronson  A  Fol- 
som's  store,  which  he  retained  until  his 
election  as  City  Treasurer  in  April 
last 

Last  year  Mr.  Bronson  lia«1  a  hem" 
orrhage,  the  first  intimation  of  impen- 
ding dissolution.  But  consumption 
had  never  bcforo  had  a  victim  in  his 
family,  and  he  was  unwilling  to  believe 
that  it  would  cause  his  death.  His 
health  has  been  feeble  for  a  year,  and 
soon  after  his  election  last  spring  he 
jtXW.OO  j  went  to  his  former  home  in  Iowa  hoping 
100.00  by  a  change  of  air'and  scene  to  throw 
off  the  disease  which  had  apparently 
gained  some  hold  on  him.  But  it  was 
•II  in  vain,  and  when  ho  returned  to 
this  city  a  few  weeks  ago,  bia  intimate 
friends  could  nut  resist  the  conviction 
that  he  had  come  hom^  to  die. 

Though  during  his  life-time  ho«wafi  a 
member  of  no  Christian  church,  he 
was  prepared  for  the  great  change.  He 
expected  to  have  been  confirmed  dur- 
ing the  anticipated  vi.sit  of  Bifhop 
Whipple  last  week,  and  was  greatly 
disappointed  because  the  Bishop  was 
not  able  to  como.  However,  the  even- 
ing previous  to  his  death  he  was  bap- 
tiled  at  his  own  request  by  Rev.  W.  J. 
Johnstone,  rector  of  .Ascension  church 
At  I  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon 
he  quietly  and  peacefully  breathed  his 
last,  leaving  a  wife,  a  daughter  and  two 
step-children  to  mourn  a  kind  husband 
and  father. 

His  funeral  on  Monday   was   largely 
allcndcd.

CorTAt;E  Grove,  Oct.  8. 
On  Saturday,  Oct.  4lh,  Ihe  regular 
Republican  convention,  to  nominate  a 
candidate  for  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, for  the  southern  represcniatve 
district  of  Washington  county,  assem- 
bled here.  All  the  towns  in  the  dis- 
trict sent  full  delegations,  with  the 
exception  of  Woodbury,  which  had 
none.  On  the  informal  ballet  there 
were  five  candidates,  but  on  taking 
three  or  four  regular  ballots  the  num* 
ber  had  dwindled  down  to  two,  viz: 
E.  A.  Rutherford  of  Woodbury,  and 
Wm.  Allibone  of  Denmark.  The  fifth 
ballot  showed  Rutherford  lo  have  a 
majority  of  all  voles  cast,  con.«equentlv 
he  received  the  nomination,  although 
ha  only  succeeded  in  having  a  majority 
of  two  votes  over  Allibone.  The  nom- 
ination was  a  great  surprise  to  every 
one,  as  it  was  not  known  before  the 
convention  met  that  he  wa<  a  candi- 
date. Uii  support  was  principally 
from  Afton  and  Lakeland. 

The  Potato  Bug  clement  will  open 
the  campaign  in  this  vicinage  to-mor- 
row the  ttth.  Old  Ebcnezer  has  per- 
suaded Barton  to  come  over  and  talk 
to  the  farmers,  and  tell  them  what  he 
knows  about  consolidating  opposing 
lines  of  railroads.  This  is  a  subject  he 
ought  to  be  familiar  with,  as  both  he 
and  Ayres  had  something  of  the  kind 
lo  do  once  when  they  were  in  the 
House,  but  if  the  opinion  of  the  State 
is  the  same  as  it  is  around  here,  they 
will  not  be  called  upon  again.

H.  E.  Cole  ol  St.  Paul  recently 
Midresaed  the  following  letter  to 
J.  W.  llcClung,  chairman  of  a 
iomnaUt««  apiwinled  by  a  msstlnji 
•f  citiMBS  of  8l.  Paul  to  Uke  atrps 
to  secum  a  aufficient  supply  of  fuel 
for  that  ciiy  nl  reasonable  rates: 

ttiB :  I  have  the  honor  to  ac- 
knowledge Ihe  reoeipt  ef  yoar  com 
niunication  of  this  dale  and  in  re- 
ply thereto  beg  to  suiimil  thu  fol 
lowing  88  the  result  of  luy  exptrt 
ence  in  regard  to  tSe  relation  be- 
tween heal  and  hygrumeiry  and  1 
Mould  rei<peclfully  sinte  that  for 
two  winters  I  have  kept  a  large 
room  warm  and  comfortable  with  a 
small  stove  by  Miuply  allow- 
ing a  quantity  of  waiur  to  be  coii- 
Hliintly  boiling  on  the  stove.  I 
would  al.HO  Slate  ih:il  at  llic  capitol 
at  Washington  the  air  is  supplied 
with  the  necessary  amount  ol 
moistnro  before  it  is  adinilled  into 
the  Senate  Oliamb.'r,  Ac 

Evaporate  clean  water  on  vour 
stove*  the  ooniing  winter ;  (1011*1 
ctmlent  yourailf  with  a  small  tin, 
but  nse  n  large  one — a  milk  pan 
will  do  very  well— by  so  doing  you 
will  save  at  least  20  per  cent  of 
tuel  and  reduce  your  docU>r's  bill 
to  a  minimum.  The  philosophy 
of  thia  is  as  follows : 

In  reg-  ri  to  the  economy  ol 
fuel :  First— The  actual  heat,  or 
that  indicited  by  an  ordinary  iher 
momeler,  it  not  ihe  heat  we  feel 
The  sensible  heat  is  that  indicated 
by  the  wet  bulb  tlierinoinelcr  ;  or, 
in  other  words,  it  is  lliu  ttnipera 
lure  due  10  eva|foralion,  miurs  rpi 
dermie  serving  the  same  purpose 
as  llio  wet  covering  of  the  ihcr 
momeler  bulb.  Second  — Dry  air 
is  a  bad  conductor  of  heal,  while 
moist  air  is  comparatively  a  gtnid 
one.  Willi  dry  air  the  heat  imme- 
tiiaiely  rises,  and  our  heads  miy  be 
baking,  whilo  our  ieut  are  coid  ; 
but  with  ii.oi«t  air  the  heal  is  equal- 
ly difTused,  and  our  teet  pel  ilieir 
proper  share  of  wariiilli.  l»y  evsp 
orating  cle-in  water  on  our  stoves, 
we  to  a  greut  extent  reducu  the 
evaporating  or  cooling  property  of 
,li«»  air,  .iiid  also  ri  nder  il  a  good 
agent  for  the  equal  difTuHiun  of 
heat,  and  our  room  csu  bu  leu  de 
grees  cottier,  and  still  teel  much 
warmer,  and  more  pleasaiil  and 
healthy,  tliau  if  the  sir  is  dry.  The 
amount  id"  fuel,  therefore,  employed 
10  raise  the  leiuptfrature  the  extra 
ten  degrees,  is  wasted. 

In  regard  lo  hu:illli.  Air  under 
all  circumstances  has  a  certain 
avidity  for  moisture,  this  quality 
depending  upon  iwo  things.  First 
I  —On  the  aiiK  unt  it  has  nireaily 
laken  up ;  and,  SeconI— On  ii» 
leinperaiure.
